Lorpon, May 6.—Lord Frederick Charies Cav- 
endish was the second surviving of the sev- 
enth Duke of Devonsbire. was born at 
Compton Place, the Sussex seat of the Cavendish 
family, Nov. 30, 1836. He was educated at Trin- 
ity College, Cambridge, and was 
PRIVATE SECRETARY TO LORD GRANVILLE 
fro 1859 to 1864, when the latter was President 
of the Council. Ia June, 1864, he was married to 
Lucy Caroline, second daughter of Lord Lyttle- 
toa. 

HE WAS A IABERAL IN POLITICS, 

and, singe 1865, he hus represented the North- 
west Riding of Yorkshire in Parliament. Since 
the formation of the Gladstone Ministry he bas 
been Financial Secretary .o the Treasury. All 
the sons of the Duke of Devonshire are mem- 
bers of the British Parliament. The Duke has 
been in the House of Lords since 1834. 

HIS HEIR, THE MARQUIS OF HARTINGTON, 
bas been in the House of Commons most of the 
time since 1857, and a few years ago he was the 
leader uf the Liberals during the temporary re- 
tirement of Gladstone. Lord Edward Cavendish, 
third son of the Duke, has been in the Commons 
most of the time since 1865. 

THE DUKE OF DEVONSHIRE 
is a man of infiuence in the private councils of 
his party, but his studious habits have kept him 
from coming much before the public. The 
Cavendishes have the reputation of being 

GOOD LANDLORDS, 

and they bave generaily worked on the principle 
that property-owners bave duties as well as 
rights. The family has more than once rendered 
valuable services to popular causes. The estates 
of the Duke of Devonshire—193,000 acres—are in 
fourteen counties. 

ANOTHER SEETCH OF THE MURDERED SEC- 

RETARY. 
Special Uable. . 

Lonpon, May 6.—Lord Frederick Charies- Cav- 
endish, who was appointed Chief Secretary for 
lreland on Thursday and assasinated on Satur- 
day, was born at Compton Place, the Sussex 
seat of Cavendish family, Nov. ®, 
1836. He was the second surviv- 
ing son of the seventh Duke of 
Devonshire, and was educated at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge. He entered upon his political 
career in 1869, when he became the private seoc- 
retary of Earl Graoviille,then President of the 
Council. This position he heid until 1864. Since 
1865 he had represented the Northwest Riding of 
Yorkshire in Parliament. In July, 1872, he be- 
came the 

PRIVATE SECRETARY OF GLADSTONE, 
ho had become the Premier for the first time in 
In August, 1873, Mr. Gladstone undertook 
the Chanceliory of the Exchequer in addition to 
his office as Firet Lord of the Treasury. At the 
same time Lord Frederick was placed at the 
head of the list of the Junior Lords of the Treas- 
ury, and he continued in close personal and offi- 
cial relations with the Premier uotil February, 
1874, when the Liberal Ministry went out of 
office. 
WHEN GLADSTONE AGAIN CAME INTO 
POWER, 
in April, 1880, Lord Frederick was made Finan- 
cial Secretary of the Treasury, which responsi- 
bie position he continued to hold until he was 
appointed Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land. In politics. Lord Frederick was 
a Liberak and he went to greater 
lengtns with the party than any other members 
of his family, being on record as in favor of the 
total abolition of Church rates. On the Irish 
land quéstion he had not given public utter- 
ance toany striking views. Through his grand- 
mother Lord Frederick was 
OF CELTIC DESCENT. 

She was an O'Callaghan of the family of Lord 
Lismore, one of the few Celtic families in the 
Irish peerage. Lord Frederick was married 
June 17, 1864, to the second daughter—Lucy 
Caroiine—of the fourth Baron Lyttleton. She 
was born Sept. 5, 1841, and was for some time 
one of the Queen’s Maids of Honor. Her mother 
was Mary G. Lynne, the sister of Mrs. Glad- 
stone. : 

LORD FREDERICK’S MOTHER, 
who died in 1840, was Bianche Georgian Howard, 
the fourth daughter of the Sixth Eari of Car- 
I to whum Sydney Smith, when rector 
of @ Fockston, Yorkshire, was indebted for 
much delicate and substantial _kindness. 
The Cavendish family has been for many 
years almost as important a part of 
the Liberal party as it was of the W hig party. in 
the days when the mother of George LiL. said, 
“I never could find that the party was anything 
else than the Duke of Devonshire, and his son 
was old Horace Waipoile,”’ butthe Cavendishes 
were Whig leaders long before the Georges were 
imperted from Hanover tv fill the throne. 

TUOMAS HAVILAND BURKE

We are revolutionists, bet not ruffians, 
and in omy mind such an act is 
only calculated to impede the progress of 
the movement for freeing Ireland. [I do not 
think the assasination of such men as Lord 
Frederick and Under-Secretary Burke indicates 
any popular outbreak, but it is the result of 
party inspiration for the purpose of injuring 
the Gladstone Government. As Irish National- 
ists, we depounce such atrocities. We would 
be willing to meet our foe face to face on the 
battlefield, and I don't think that we should be 
at all squeamish gs tg reprisais*in*time of 
war, but assasinagion will simply put impedi- 
ments in our way. Let me gay thatthe murder 
of these men is an index pointimg to the fact 
that the political party opposed to Gladstone's 
concessions will do auything to place his Gov- 
ernment in jeopardy. 

LORD FREDERICK’S FATHER,

WILLIAM B. WALLACE,

nent was being mapped out. If it was found 
that the deed was committed by an individual 
Land-Leaguer it would tend to defeat the 
remedial measures and provoke coercive meas- 
ures.

A Ohest Mysterious to Experts and 
Burgiars—Extract from a Bangor, 
(Me.) Paper. 

The announcement that the immense burg- 
lar-proof safedeposit chest for Messrs. 
Bowler & Merrill had arrived, and that some 
of the most skillful mechanics in the city 
would test its powers of resistance to the 


le 


+ drill and other implements used by burglars, 


during the, forenoon of yeaterday, attracted 
quite a crowd of people at the Maine Central 
depot, where the ponderous affair lay. The 
morning was bitter cold and the safe was 
consequently full of frost. An iron frame 
constructed of two bars, 2x2 inches, running 
parallelon the sides and connected at the 
euds by strong iron rods, inclosed the safe. 
Between the iron framework and the safe 
a space had been left on one side. Into this 
space was inserted a ratchetdrill. The power 
put upon the drills was calculated to be from 
twenty-five to thirty tons to the square inch. 
Several of the finest steel drills that could be 
inade were used up in the endeavor to bore 
into the plate. The test was applied at vari- 
ous points on the safe. Finally, after work- 
ing a long time, a pressure estimated at 70,000 
pounds was brought to bear upon the drill, 
when one uf the connecting rods broke like 
a pipe-stem. Notwithstanding the long time 
that had been devoted to this test (during 
which a number of steel drills had been used 
up), and the tremendous pressure brought to 
bear, the ratchet drill had only made a 
diminutive hole iff the outside plate, which 
is only one-tenth of an inch ib thickness, 
and suft compared to the nine layers, aggre- 
gating four and one-half inches thickness, 
of amalgamated steel and iron which make 
up the wall proper. 

The tremendous test to which the safe was 
subjected and which it so successfully re- 
sisted was convincing proof that it is literally 
impervious to the burglar’s drill, and would 
seem to be entirely impregnable. ‘The 
height of the safe is six feetand six inclies, its 
width fifty-six inches, its depth twenty-eight 
pee boy its weight about 15,000 ds.

was manufactu especialiy for Messrs. 
Bowler & Merrill, at the works of the Hali’s 
Safe and Lock Oo. The front doors 
are dovetailed into the frame of the safe and 
operated by four combination dials, two 
levers, and two eccentrics.

A Large Stonefall in the Vicinity of 
Bedford, Iad, 
Bpecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Beprorp, Ind., May 6—The storm that took 
place here last night was the most severe ever 
known in this part of the State. It be about 
twenty minutes before 9 o'clock, and for over 
half an hour the nail literally peured down, a 
strong wind from the northeast prevailing at 
the time, which cause the breaking of a great 
many windows. The bail-storm was followed 
py a perfect torrent of rain, which flooded the 
streets of the town, rendering them at some 
places impassable. During the storm light- 
ning struck the stable of Samuel Bristow in 
this place. The rain, however, prevented it 
from burning. The strangest thing that took 
place was atthe farm of Abraham Smith, who 
lives four miles south of town, where a reai, 
genuine shower of stones fell, mixed with what 
seems to be plastering. The stones are of va- 
rious sizes, some really ee large as a man's fist, 
while others are quite small. The most of them 
are white flint, a stone that is not found in this 


part of Indiana. Many of Mr. Smith's windows 
were broken and several shingles knocked off 
his roof. In the immediate vicinity of the house 
more than a barrei of these stones can be gath- 
ered. A great many persons have today visited 
the Smith farm to satisfy themsecives in regard 
to the matter.
